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1 . Klecany Airfield is 11 kilometers north of the center of Prague and is enclosed 
on the eastern and northern sides by a wooden fence 5 the western side is bounded 
by the Klecany-Drasty road, which is closed to civilian use; on the south are 
the airfield buildings and the village of Klecany. The surface is level, grassy, 
and dry; there is no runway. 

2. There are about 12 to 1 $ aircraft perma nently stationed at the airfield, which 

usua lly tak e off for night training. | six aircraft 

were /on the airfield, all of the same type j — 

V They ' were twin-engine aircraft, 

low-winged, with two -leaf propellers with the blades about 1.70 meters long and 
rounded at the ends. The undercarriage consisted of three retractable wheels,, 
two in front and one under the tail. All the aircraft had a silvery metal aerial 
from the cockpit to the rudder. 
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3. The following training was observed: taking off and landing; practice flights in 
a circle Klecany-Roztoky-Drnky-Klecany; night flights; and training in parachute 
jumps, which took place very irregularly; sometimes dogs were trained in parachute 
jumps. During the day six to eight aircraft took part in the training; at night 
12 to 1 $ aircraft. The day training took place every day except Sundays, from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. There had been no accident of a major character during the past year. 


lu There are no military supply dumps in the Klecany area and all the supplies are 
brought by road. The airfield had three trucks at its disposal* Fuel is brought 
by civilian road tanks from the direction of Prague; and stored in .underground tanks. 

5. The total number of military personnel on the airfield is estimated to be about 
500 men, including a few women in Air Force unifprm. 'The highest rank observed 
was a senior lieutenant. All the personnel are billeted in the castle, in military 
quarters, and in civilian billets. The average age of the men seemed to be about 23. 

The men’s conduct is well disci plined, but in their free time t hey drink a great deal. 
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6 * The airfield is guarded permanently by sentries at the entrance to Klecany 
Castle and on the western edge of the airfield 5 on the eastern side is a 
hut, probably for a night guard. The guards are armed with machine carbines 
with semicircular magazines* 

7* There is a rumor among military personnel and civilian population that at 
the end of January 1955 an aircraft of unusual shape, like a flying saucer, 
crashed in the neighborhood of Melnik, 
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
